such as the Y. M. C. A., K. of C., etc. 
Copies cannot be sent free to indi­ 
v idual soldiers unless they are for­ 
mer employes of the paper. 
Copies may be sent free to The li­ 
brary of congress and to state 
and 
other 
libraries who will agree 
to 
bind or otherwise permanently pre­ 
serv e the files of the paper. Copies 
may be sent to newspaper correspon­ 
dents or press bureaus. 
Newspapers must discontinue giv ­ 
ing free copies of the paper to any­ 
one except for office work ing copies 
or where required by statute law in 
the case of official adv ertising. 
One result of this ruling is 
that 
newspapers must discontinue giv ing* 
free copies to the many institutions, 
hospitals, clubs, indiv iduals, etc.

Somewhere in France there are four 
American soldiers who owe their liv es 
to the courage and sacrifice of a com­ 
panion, who deliberately k illed himself 
in order that they might liv e. The 
story of tin* soldier’s brav ery has been 
brought back to America by an ord­ 
nance oiiicer who had been at the 
front. 
The soldier had been <^n duty at an 
outpost straightening the pins In hand 
grenades. After being reliev ed he re­ 
turned to his dugout, where three of 
his pals were sleeping. The fourth lay 
awak e on a hunk . The returning sol­ 
dier had scarcely entered the dugout 
when a bomb fell out of his coat 
pock et, and, as it fell, the straightened 
safety pin slipped out. 
The soldier 
realized that within fiv e seconds an ex­ 
plosion would probably k ill ev ery man 
in the dugout. 
lit* had time to get through the door 
and leav e his companions to their 
death. 
Just what passed through the 
soldier’s mind In the next two or three 
seconds no man can ev er tell, 
lie 
reached a decision quick ly. The brav e 
soldier pick ed up the grenade, crept 
into a corner of the dugout, made a 
barrier out of his body and was In­ 
stantly k illed when the bomb exploded, 
llis pals escaped injury.

GAS IMPORTANT

Chemists Are Constantly Study­ 
ing New Fumes.

On a table In a large room In which 
were sev eral American officers—until 
recently professors of chemistry and 
noted scientists connected with promi­ 
nent 
American 
corporations—were 
sev eral shells, jars of liquid, small 
containers filled with powder and ev ­ 
ery imaginable thing connected with 
the business of “k illing and safeguard­ 
ing with and against gas attack s/’ 
For gas has become the big element 
of warfare and there Is no telling how 
gigantic it may be before the war 
comes to an end. 
To sit with these experts in k illing 
and listen to their simple statements 
about tho possibilities of destruction, 
and at the same time to k now them 
as men of finest sensibilities and hu­ 
mane impulses, is a sort of grim rev e­ 
lation of the terribleness of this war 
and tho appalling transformation that 
is ov ercoming at least a p art of hu­ 
manity. 
Of course ev eryone k nows 
that Germany started the uso of gas. 
She has specialized in the use of gases 
of most deadly character. 
She has 
perfected methods of spreading those 
ghastly fumes whoro soldiers cannot 
escape, hut must stand or sit and face 
death in gas mask s. 
But she has 
forced the rest of the world, as a 
means of self-protection, to enter up ­ 
on this cold, calculating, 
merciless 
work of human destruction. 
With­ 
out rev ealing any information not al­ 
ready k nown to the linn, It may he 
stated that Germany realizes that if 
she insists upon carrying on her war 
with gas she will be met with the 
spirit of a tooth for a tooth nnd an 
eye for an eye, and it is not unlik ely 
that it may be two for one. 
Huge Gas Dud . 
One of the big projectiles on tho 
desk in the room referred to was a 
gas dud—a shell which did not ex­ 
plode. 
It was one of 500 which were 
hurled simultaneously Into the Amer­ 
ican lines. Tho projectile Is 0 inches 
In dlnjncter, about 18 inches long, 
weighs about 75 pounds and has a 
rather blunt nose. It contains about 
two gallons of tho deadly phosgine gas. 
“Isn’t it a rather dangerous thing to 
k eep around as an office pet?” I ask ed. 
“We took the fuse out. It’s quite 
harmless,” was the reply. 
This dud Is hurled by tho rnlnenwor- 
fors. The Germans hav e a system of 
attaching a long string of these weap­ 
ons so that they are fired with the 
touch of a button. This chorus firing 
Is continued for perhaps 15 minutes 
nnd sends a v eritable shower of the 
big projectiles into the selected spot 
and releases a great quantity of tin* 
deadly gas. If the range is right and 
the wind at nil fav orable the result 
is lik ely to be serious. The fumes are 
shot out with terrific speed ov er a 
small area by tho explosion of the 
shell. 
There were some smaller shells con­ 
taining phosgine, a gas used v ery ex­ 
tensiv ely, and others filled with a new 
gas used by the Germans. This' is 
not poisonous but is calculated to pav e 
the way for a genuine gas attack . The 
little shells contain a quantity of the 
chemical, which is.ln powdered form 
and a surrounding layer of TNT which 
causes an explosion which suggests 
shrapnel nnd high explosiv es Instead 
of gas. The powder is widely spread 
and Is Intended to Irritate the mem­ 
branes of the throat and nose Just 
enough to cause tin* person reached by 
it to sneeze. When ho begins to do 
this the supposition is that he will re­ 
mov e his gas mask and on the theory 
that he will do so the apparently harm­ 
less powder shells are followed by a 
blast of mustard gas or phosgine. 
Work ing on New Gases, 
“Suppose,” I ask ed one of tho dis­ 
tinguished experts, “a gas shell should 
explode in a city street on a perfectly 
still day, how far would tin* fumes 
penetrate and how long would they 
tak e to cov er a giv en area?” 
The expert opened a jar containing 
about a quart of dark liquid. When 
the air touched It a white smok e arose 
slowly. Tho expert blew this softly 
into the room and it settled with about 
the speed of a ring of smok o from n 
fragrant cigar. 
“That’s about the way the gas would 
trav el if the air were perfectly still. 
One shell probably would cov er an 
area 50 feet In olr<*uinference and tho 
gas would remain for a half hour or 
more.” 
Shells gathered by the Americans 
show that the Germans aro constantly 
work ing on new gases. This, coupled 
with the statements made by German 
prisoners, indicate that the German 
believ es gas will be the biggest weapon 
to hasten the end of the war. 
No gas bombs haye yet been drop­ 
ped by either side to the war. Not 
long ago some small rubber balloons 
were found after a German airplane 
had passed and they were thought to 
hav e contained a poisonous gas. This 
Is found to hav e been untrue. The bal­ 
loons were filled with ordinary gag 
and were used for meteorlogical pur­ 
poses.

London, July 24.— The American 
Chamber of Commerce in London is 
endeav oring to work out a practical 
plan for the co-operation of Ameri­ 
can export firms for post-war acti­ 
v ities so as to prev ent a scramble 
for new business after the war. 
The London body has sent inv ita­ 
tions to twenty of the leading foreign 
trade organizations in America and 
elsewhere to send suggestions. From 
these it is hoped it may be possible 
to work out a composite method of 
dev eloping American export business. 
Officers of the chamber say 
this 
will comprise preaching the 
ex po rt­ 
ers the necessity of carefully study­ 
ing territory and of exporting goods 
for which there is the greatest need 
and for which there is the least com­ 
petition. 
Since the American labor delega*- 
tion v isited England and France a 
desire has been expressed for the 
v isit of a delegation of business men. 
Should this not be done during the 
war the American Chamber of Com­ 
merce here proposes to hav e such 
an interchange of ideas after the war.

bases, either in the north or in the 
neighborhood of Constantinople, that 
they will hav e to be abandoned. 
The 
freedom of the sens will hav e been 
destroyed, the economic unity of the 
world 
seriously Impaired, 
and 
the 
work of centuries rendered of little or 
no av ail. 
Must Destroy Land Power. 
The submarine is significant to us 
then not because through Its use sev ­ 
eral hundred American liv es hav e been 
lost or because a few American ships 
hav e been destroyed, but because the 
whole fabric 
of 
international 
eco­ 
nomic life Is threatened. 
The only 
way in which to sav e that life*—and 
that it is worth sav ing none will deny 
— is to destroy Germany’s land power, 
or cause her to realize that the "world 
will nut permit any nation so to con­ 
duct herself as to imperil ideals which 
after so many years of toil and trou 
ble on the part of the civ ilized world 
hav e receiv ed all but univ ersal recog 
nltion. 
That we as Americans are in­ 
terested In these questions Is thus 
quite ev ident. 
At first blush the in­ 
terest which we hav e in securing tc 
Serbia an outlet on the Adriatic, oi 
in the rehabilitation of the Ilulkar 
states does not perhaps appear. Nor is 
the reason ev ident, perhaps, at firsl 
why we should insist upon the emanci­ 
pation of the Slav s submerged in the 
Austro-Hungarian empire. 
A strong 
Serbia and a weak Austria, howev er 
are absolutely necessary if Germany 
is still disposed to use the submarine 
in the manner ln which it has beer 
used. 
For only under these condL 
tlons will the land route upon whicl 
she has staked so much become lrupos 
sible. 
Only when such a land rout« 
has been abandoned will Germany b< 
forced to return to the sea. 
Whet 
she does she will find it necessary t( 
observ e the rules which hav e beet 
elaborated to protect the freedom o 
the sea. 
Only when she does so car 
w’e hope for a further dev elopment 
In the direction of the economic unity 
o f the world which means so much foj 
human progress. 


Germany ’s Aims Must Be Thwarted, 
Fo rcing Her to the Sea and Ob­ 
serv ance o f Its Rules o f 
Freedo m.

Tho nineteenth century witnessed 
what 
was 
probably 
the 
greatest 
achiev ement o f the human intellect. 
This w as the bringing about of the 
economic unity of the world. 
Since 
the opening of the present century it 
may be said that no country which has 
any marked dev elopment has been s e lf-; 
sufficient. 
The products of the trop­ 
ics hav e become articles of necessity 
to the inhabitants of the temperute 
zone. The minerals which nature has 
stored in such profusion in particular 
districts are regarded as held ln trust 
fo r the world at large. Failure in the 
crop of certain staples like cotton, I 
which can be grown only under pe­ 
culiar conditions, is felt In distant 
lands. 
Drought in the Australian an­ 
tipodes makes it difficult for Euro pe j 
to clothe herself ln wool. 
This economic world unity has been 
th e result of a slow' dev elopment. 
Many things hav e contributed to its 
growth. 
Without, howev er, the rtH*og- 
nition o f the freedom of the seas It 
would hav e been Impossible. 
The 
transpo rtatio n of many products Is 
conditioned 
by 
the 
cheapness 
of 
freight rates Incident to water routes. 
These ro utes are av ailable for general | 
use only if the sea Is free to nil who 
desire to use it, unmolested from a t­ 
tack. 
Their interruption as a result 
of the nav al operations of the present 
w ar ha% been followed by scarcity ln 
many countries. 
The freedom o f the sea became an 
established fact only in comparativ ely 
recent times. A perusal of the quaint 
phraseology of some marine insurance 
policies, often still retained 
beyond 
the times to which it is applicable, re­ 
v eals the dangers incident to ocean 
trav el not so many years ago. Pirates, 
po tentates and princes all combined 
not so long ago to make the risks of 
ocean trav el extra hazardous. 
Tho 
claims o f potentates and princes to 
monopolize the ocean were recognized 
as incapable of justification only a few j 
hundred 
years back. 
Pirates still 
plied their nefarious trade within tho 
memory o f liv ing men. Indeed, pirates 
are still to be found in the riv ers and 
estuaries of southern China, and mer­ 
chant ships In that part of the world 
are compelled to arm themselv es ev en 
now against piratical attack, as was 
univ ersally the case the world ov er 
no t much more than one hundred years * 
ago. 
No Peculiar Rights to Sea. 
The freedom of the sea against pi­ 
ratical attack was secured by the 
united efforts of all seafaring nations 
who treated the pirate as an outlaw to 
whom no consideration o r quarter was! 
to be giv en. 
Long before this result 
w as reached it was determined by 
common agreement that no ono coun­ 
try should claim any particular rights 
in the sea such as Spain and Po rtu­ 
gal had with papal sanction once set 
up. 
Apart from the influence of prin­ 
ciples o f justice, it was found as a 
practical m atter that liv e and let liv e 
was the only principle which could he 
applied. 
Fo r interference with the! 
ships of any country w as easily re­ 
payable in kind. 
Ceaseless hostility j 
between seafaring powers would hav e 
followed the application of any other 
policy, as It did actually follow the 
monopolistic attempts o f Spain. 
The significance of the submarine: 
which has first been used In the war 
now raging consists In the fact that 
its use Imperils the economic unity 
o f the world to which attentio n hast 
been called. The submarine threatens 
the freedom of the seas through thej 
recognition o f which pro gress in the 
direction o f world economic unity has: 
been in'1'!'* r>ooi:» Mn.

MARCHES ARE MARKED 


BY ABSOLUTE SILENCE

Behind the British Lines in France 
— The picture which 
portrays the 
British soldier as continually vocal 
w'hile he tram ps along the roads of 
France, is overdrawn. 
The period of modern intensive 
training in England somehow has a 
curbing effeet on the marching song. 
W hen the men first join the service,! 
marches are short and equipment 
light. 
In those days they seldom 
arch 
in silence. 
But as the march» 
;row 
longer and the packs heavier, iheir, 
songs become proportionately short­ 
er. 
By the time they begin marching 
in F ran ce with full equipment 
the

exception 
r a th e r than the rule. 
A fifteen-mile march 
along thei 
cobbled highways of Northern France 
with a full kit arid 120 rounds of 
amm unition leaves little breath f or 1 
singing. 
Whistling 
requires 
less 
exertion, and a mouth organ is very 
popular, but a brass band Is the Ideal 
accompaniment to a long march. I t ; 
sets an even rythmical step which 
is the secret of endurance. 
If the soldier cannot spare thej 
breath to sing when on the m a r c h , 1 
he makes up for it at other times, 
an d concerts are the most popular 
form of recreation behind the lines.
